Thank you Tory mct i for your lottor of the 25th and the helpful enclosures. 

I write further because from tho records you provide it ap.-tors that there should 
be other pertinent reocrfto and Looauao I hope you can locate other records that address 
*lvit intwrasts ad and in not included in what la provided. 

For jour i*iforaatiao, 9 seal: what robato the currant best-celling cons piracy theory 
of the JFK uosasaiiiation la which an elaborate conspiracy, involving the Amy, Secret 
Seivicw and others io conjectured. Hy particular interest has to do with the autopsy and 
the period immediately before it and with allegations of a shell-gains with caskets and 
ambulaucoa, etc. 

tiw records you provide reference to the ceremonial detachment, the funeral horns and 
Arlington ^emeteiy but they hold no information on whether or not one or more Baskets 
ware a ant by, for or with the knowledgs of the MW - not counting the casket used in 
Tk.n-.-t and the one ths ivamedy gaoily later selected at the Senior funeral hone. There 
also is no reference to the use of any hoarse or ambulance for any Buch caskBt transportation 

The first record, which has no heading, is of 1 1/22/65, tho day of the assassination. 

It has 2b numbered items. That item refers to a "fowl up" (slo) at Andrews Air Force base. 
ii 0 i-ecord explains this item. It osn bo inferred that reference is to n switch from the 
pip..n«rt use of a helicopter to ground transportation. If there is any record or records 
mdddsssing or perhaps eliminating this ambiguity 1 would appreciate a copy or copies. 

U. damuel bird of the J oint service basket '|ea» prepared a mao for the record on 
11/27. (in it he misdated the day as the assassination as the 23rd rather than 224.) 
Historloally it is voidable. Itaeoounta for two helicopters being present and fer two 
casket teams and what was done when ATI landed. However, it holds no rafSrenoe to any 
other casket or any ambulanooa. Thera also is an ambiguity, that General M<Aigh "ordarod 
me to have my dear the area." What the area wo is not indicated. It would bo important 
to know if this I ncluded all the area occupied by AF1. Author David Idfton theoriaeu that 
the Azbqt conspirators spirited the corpse off the Apposite aids of API and flaw it to 
Walter Reed for the hankypanky he alleges. 

The undated After Action ®sport on tho funeral states at 3a (page 2) that a detail 
assisted in transferring the remains to an aobulimco for transport to BethsJda and tint 
"the detail* were airlifted" there tc receive thn roxains there. It then states that 
"the detail t ransferrad the remains to the Nodical Center sod reraised there as 
security during tho autopsy end preparation period." w hila tho rafersnoe to iho prapara- 


Mi-iod it! quite helpful, that having boeu elimJjmtod in nis conjectured ohronology fay 
Lifton, how raid wlwae vte detail or details provided security ia not indicated, *XX 
roT s_ a liov aai to whou the remains ueru transferred. Any other records, particularly 

any log or receipts, wouia oe quite holfpful. 

On page 6 at (l) thore is refo'enco to "confusion" when AF 1 landed. This nay be 

the foul-up referred to above, but this also is not certain. 

Two useful seta of logs are provided. The third entry On ti» first pegs of the log 
of 19 pages refers to something I vould like to establislias having « happened , 

"Honor Cordon around aircraft sill be handled by AAF3." If tluwe wsb an honor cordon or 
any otter kind of security entirely around AF1 that would be important to know in 
refutation of Xdf ton'd conjecture that the body was snack out of the off side, (it this 

point there also ia reforonoo to two esoorts * ) 

Xtna 10 on pag§*^0o/eference to "ambulance aambers(vh4) would report to Oasler's 
Funeral “one not later than 1930 hours..." If there ia any record pertaining to the 
dispatch of any ambulance or hoqrso that would bo appreciated. 

Iteti 20, dated at 1935 hours, states that the MW Commanding General "ia on his way 
to" Hq, MDW. If there ia any corroborating record this can be iraportent&WK* uoo of what 
is known to have transpired, involving him, before ho left the nedictl center. This can 
be important as a time olook on the autopsy, one that dlrinl ahss the posnitdlity of thore 
having been tine for any of the alleged hanky-panky. However, while them ir. no antr\ 
relating to his return, there ia another item, Ho. 33, of 2345 hours, stating that te 

was an roite froa betheeda to Fort Hjrer. 

If you can provide any additional information it will tejp aeke for on accurate 
historical record and it right perhaps help in reducing the harm already dou; to a 
cumber of innocent persons. Thank you.
